S aturday 's D ebate in th e H ouse on th e 
R estriction H ill. 
W ash in g to n , August I8th.—The debate 
on the Chinese restriction bill in the House 
to-day drifted into a political discussion at 
its close. Bynum of Indiana assailed Har­ 
rison’s Chinese record, and he was effectu­ 
ally answered by Felton and Owen of In­ 
diana. The debate lasted until late in the 
afternoon, and the bill went over until 
next Monday. There is no doubt of the 
passage of the bill, but it offers too tempt­ 
ing an opportunity for the manufacture of 
campaign material to be neglected. There 
was but a small attendance of members of 
the House to-day, but the discussion was 
listened to with great attention. 
MORROW’S SPEECH. 
Congressman Morrow’s speech attracted 
good deal of attention. He alluded to 
the fact that Section 2 of the bill simply 
left the door open for the continued coming 
in of Chinese. He said the treaty did not 
close the door against the coming of 
Asiatics; it simply shuts out all those who 
have no wife, child, or are not worth $1,000, 
or owe that amount in debt. “Now,” he 
said, “does anyone who knows anything at 
all about this Chinese question on the Pa­ 
cific slope suppose for an instant that any 
such provision will keep out Chinamen? 
Certainly, the experience is all the other 
way.” 
UPHELD ON THE PACIFIC. 
Mr. Morrow then called attention to the 
incompleteness of the treaty. He said the 
bill had the approval of the people of the 
Pacific slope, because they believed it to be 
a step in the right direction. It was incom­ 
plete and not altogether satisfactory. The 
idea of going to China to arrange this mat­ 
ter was all wrong. If it was necessary to 
do this the United States should get out of 
this position at once. He said : “ If a man 
came to your house that you did not want, 
you would not turn around and go to his 
louse and enter into an agreement by 
which he was to come no more. One 
would simply shut the door in his face and 
tell the servant not to admit him under 
any circumstances.” 
THE BURLINGAME TREATY. 
Representative Hooker reviewed the his­ 
tory of the Burlingame treaty. This Gov­ 
ernment, he said, was one that made over­ 
tures for a treaty. We wanted to get some 
of the benefits of the rich Chinese trade, 
but as soon as it was found that the treaty 
permitted an undesirable people to come to 
our country we proposed to stop this im­ 
migration, and over the treaty which was 
made for this purpose China exhibited the 
most liberal spirit. That nation had vio­ 
lated its policy of conservatism, pursued for 
centuries, to accommodate us. He favored 
the bill, but was not pleased with the Sen­ 
ate amendments. 
NOT DESIRABLE IMMIGRANTS. 
Representative Chipman hailed this 
treaty as one step in the right direction. 
He said that he welcomed all immigrants 
to the United States who desired to become 
good American citizens, but they should 
put an immediate stop on the hordes that 
come here with no other intention tbaH to 
take as much money out of the country as 
possible after ruining American labor. 
Mr. O’Neill, of Missouri, said that pass­ 
ing laws was next to useless unless there 
was public opinion enough to back tlieni 
up and enforce them, and this referred es­ 
pecially to California. He said that public 
opinion there was in favor of Chinese 
labor, and Ibis be found out by personal 
observations in traveling through that 
State. 
STATEMENTS REFUTED. 
He was here interrupted by Representa­ 
tive FeltCD, who denied that public opin­ 
ion in California was in favor of Chinese 
labor. 
Mr. O’Neili, concluding, said the very 
fact that Chinese are employed in such 
numbers and in almost every occupation 
showed that public opinion there was fa­ 
vorable to the Chinese. He favored this 
bill, but wanted it to be something other 
than excuse for further legislation on this 
subject. 
Bynum of Indiana made a set political 
speech intended to injure the Republican 
party. His remarks included an elaborate 
review of the condition of lcbor and legis­ 
lation on the Chinese question. 
In answer to a remark made by Bynum 
that no bill to restrict Chinese immigration 
was ever introduced by Republicans, Rep­ 
resentative Dingley of Maine called his at­ 
tention lo tbe bill on this subject offered by 
Representative Page of California in the 
session oí ’70-S0, and on which the Demo­ 
crats permitted no action. 
FELTON LAYS OUT BYNUM. 
Mr. Felton said he bad not expected to 
address himself to tbe political features of 
the debate, but, following Mr. Bynum, be 
was forced to take notice of that gentle­ 
man’s criticisms. He said that until very 
recently the people of the East had not 
been educated up to the merits of the Chi­ 
nese question. The only WBy to consider 
the attitude of the Democratic party on this 
subject was by its latest acts, according to 
Mr. Bynum’s argument and the logic of 
his speech, and he would refer to the fact 
that in the Forty-ninth Congress his col­ 
league, Mr. Morrow, had introduced a hill 
which, if adopted, would have pierced ths 
center of the Chinese evil and have rem­ 
edied the existing condition of affairs. This 
bill, which passed tbe Republican Senate, 
was killed in the House Committee on 
Foreign Affairs, of which Mr. Bynum was 
a member. Nothing was done with the 
bill by that committee, and there it slept 
the sleep of death. 
ITS WEAK FEATURES. 
Mr. Felton said he introduced bills to pre­ 
vent paupers, thieves and the slums of 
other nations from entering the country, 
but which died in committee, as did the 
Chinese bill. The treaty was objectionable 
to him because it allowed Chinese mer­ 
chants and pleasure seekers to enter into 
the country who would be soon lost sight 
of, but he would offer no obstructions on 
that account. Tbe great objection was, he 
said, because no provision was made to 
prevent Chinese from coming from onr 
great northern and southern borders, and 
as soon as it becomes apparent to these 
people that they cannot come into the 
country by the ports named in the bill they 
would immediately flock over tbe border, 
He would introduce no amendment to the 
bill because he said public sentiment was 
not educated un to tbe point by which a 
proper disposal of this subject conld be 
made. 
FURTHER LEGISLATION NECESSARY. 
The bill was, he argued, a step in tbe 
right direction, but only a step, and he 
would not endanger its passage by attempt 
ing to amend it. He predicted that supple­ 
mental legislation would be required to 
make the treaty thoroughly operative, and 
expressed his belief that it would be neces 
sarv in time to compel every Chinaman in 
the country on the direction of any peace 
officer to produce a certificate to show that 
be was lawfully entitled to remain in the 
United States, and had not stealthily come 
into the country across the border in defi 
ance of the law. 


Speeches will be made during the week 
by Chandler in favor of the resolution to 
investigate the Louisiana election cases, 
and by Wilson of Iowa on the Jackson. 
Mississippi, election riots, and by a num ­ 
ber of others on tbe latter resolution. 
The House will to-morrow resume con­ 
sideration of tbe anti-Chinese bill, upon 
which a vote will probably be reached be­ 
fore adjournment. On Tuesday the House 
will take up tLe conference report on the 
army bill and the general deficiency bill, 
the latter of which has the right of way as 
unfinished business. About Thursday the 
conference report on the naval appropria­ 
tion bill will be reached. 
Friday and Saturday are likely to be 
consumed in a renewal of the fight to get a 
day set aside tor the consideration of gen­ 
eral pension legislation. There is some 
talk among the Democrats to-day of allow­ 
ing this matter to come up this time 
while there is no quorum in town, because 
there is no danger of the bill being passed, 
as a single objection would kill it. This 
the Democrats now say would relieve them 
of the charge the Republicans are making 
that they are afraid to have this matter 
come up, for fear of being placed on record 
against it, as.they undoubtedly would vote 
against its passage.

A M ERICAN W AGES. 


Several C alifornia L and C ases S ettled a t 
W ashington. 
W ash in g to n , August 19tb.—Tbe Secre­ 
tary of tbe Interior has affirmed the de­ 
cision of the Commissioner of the General 
Land Office in the case of the Central Pa­ 
cific Railroad Company vs, A. M. Bolton, 
on the appeal of the former, sustaining the 
pre-emption cash entry of Bolton made on 
April 16, 1888, for a tract of land in the 
Shasta Land District. 
The Secretary has also affirmed the Com­ 
missioner’s decision in thecaseof the same 
railroad vs. William Engram, on the ap 
peal of the former from the decision sus­ 
taining the pre eruption cash entry of 
Engram for a tract of land in the same 
district. 
The Secretary has modified tbe decision 
of the Commissioner in tbe matter of tbe 
uppeal of Thomas D. Horton, rejecting bis 
final proof of his homestead entry for cer­ 
tain lands in the Stockton Land District. 
The decision is modified so that a hearing 
can be held within ninety days from the 
service of the notice. 
The Secretary has also affirmed the Com­ 
missioner’s decision in the casa of Thomas 
H. Craig vs. The Central Pacific Railroad 
Company, on the appeal of Craig from a 
decision affirming the action of the local 
office rejecting his application to tile a 
homestead declaratory statement; also in 
the case of Manuel R. Neto vs. the same 
railroad in a similar case on the appeal of 
Neto. Both cases are in the San Franeisc 
Land District. 


G eneral H arrison T alks to a L arge D ele­ 
gation of V isitors. 
In d ia n a p o lis, August 19th.—Some com­ 
mercial travelers of Illinois and Indiana 
paid their respects to General Harrison 
yesterday. At 4 o’clock the delegation, 
consisting of about 1,200 men, marched to 
General Harrison’s residence. The spokes­ 
men for their visitors were Congressman 
J. H. Rowell, of Bloomington, and Julius 
Starr, of Peoria. 
General Harrison in bis response referred 
to the attributes of a successful commercial 
traveler, and then touched upon ihe tariff 
issue. He said: 
“Do not allow any one to persuade you 
that this great contest as to our tariff policy 
is one between schedules. It is a question 
between wide-apart principles—the intelli­ 
gent recognition of the framing of our 
tariff laws of duty to protect our American 
industries and maintain the American scale 
of wages by adequate discriminating duties 
on the one hand, and on the other a denial 
ot the constitutional right to make our 
customs duties protective, or the assertion 
of the doctrine that free competition with 
foreign products is the ideal condition to 
which all our legislation should tend.” 
THE GENERAL'S BIRTHDAY. 
Indianapolis, August 19th. — General 
Harrison passed a quiet Sabbath, prepara­ 
tory to a trip to Middle Bass island. To­ 
morrow is the fifty-ninth anniversary of 
his birth. He will leave some time during 
this afternoon or evening for Toledo, but 
the time of his departure and route are 
carefully withheld from the public, owing 
to the General’s desire to make the trip as 
quietl and unostentatiously as possible.

Prominent wine growers of Napa county 
estimate the yield of that section tobe from 
2,000,000 to 3,500,000 gallons. 
Buckner Bros. & Requa, the well-known 
producers of Santa Rosa, say that the yield 
is about 75 or 80 per cent, of normal or 
greater than that ot 1S87. The yield of 
Sonoma county is estimated at 4,000,000 
gallons.

Great. Loss of H arvesting; M achines by 
F ire.

S to c k to n . August 19;h.—Shortly before 
1 o’clock this morning the old Houser H ar­ 
vester Works, situated in the sc utbeastern 
portion of the city, were discovered on fire. 
The building was of frame, with corrugated 
iron roof, and occupied tbe entire block. 
The fire spread rapidly, and when the 
engines arrived the building was a mars of 
flames. It was useless to attempt to save 
the building, so the attention of the fire­ 
men was devoted to prevent the fire from 
spreading to adjacent houses, and their ef­ 
forts were successful. 
The Houser Works were abandoned 
some time ago as a manufactory, but were 
used by the Stockton Combined Harvester 
and Agricultural Works as a storehouse 
and was filled with combined harvesters 
and other machinery. The total loss is 
placed at $10,000, insurance $20,000. The 
tire is supposed to be tlie work of an in­ 
cendiary, probably one of the rough char­ 
acters recently banished from Fresno. 
Officer Sawyer, who was one of the first 
to see the fire, met a man running from the 
burning building and placed him under 
arrest. He gave the name of Eugene 
Merry, and asserts his innocence.

Muscats and Tokays will not be a heavy 
crop. The reports concerning the raisin 
production are not full, but from what 
were received it may be placed at 1,000,000 
to 1,100,000 boxes.—S. T\ Call.

A controversy which belongs to our Courts, or 
to the province of peaceful arbitration or nego­ 
tiation, is made the excuse for an obstruction of 
trade and travel over the chartered commercial 
highways of our State. T he commerce of the 
entire country is interfered with, and the rcpu 
tation of our community is threatened with nis- 
honor among our neighbors. This disregard of 
law and the rights and privileges of o u rc it:zens 
and those of si-ter States cannot bo tolerated. 
The machinery provided by law for the adju t 
m entof private grievances must be used as the 
only resort against debtors, individual or cor 
por.-ui*.

Mediation failing, Mayor Caven called a

that usually rises in such excitement, 
composed mainly of lawless elements. Of 
this committee Senator McDonald was 
Chairman and General McCauley, General

That committee asked the Governor to ap­ 
prove the call for troops, and he ¿id «0, as 
stated, and appointed their commander as 
stated. 
But there never was a ooui!ict, r.ot 
a shot fired nor a How struck, .and no 
man's right infringed.

: the evidenco haying shown that they had 
entered into an agreement to pray faro. 
Judge Betefcley said that as a conspiracy 
tras an agreement between two or "more 
persons to commit a crime, and os it was a 
crim e under the statute to pla; faro, it ap­ 
peared that both men could beáold-for that 
offense, as Quarles had alreedy testified 
that they both played at the game. 
K. C. Hart appeared as couescI forSledge 
and F: j Istabrook for Quarles. The former 
made a forcible argument in bebslf of nis 
client, referring to several authorities to 
show that the law did not intend to make 
it a conspiracy which was art indictable 
misdemeanor to agree to do c thing which 
in itself was a simple misdemeanor. If 
such was the law it would lead to strange 
resuK3. 
It is a misdemeanor for boys to 
plav ball in the street. 
If tour boy3 should 
agree to play ball in the streets they could 
be punished for conspiracy, sui i.mineable 
offense, whereas for playing ball they could 
only be punished for" u simple "misde­ 
meanor. 
He did not believe the law meant 
any such inconsistency. 
1 he City Attorney suggested that the de­ 
fendants be discharged on the charge of 
conspiracy and held if 
an 
-r to the 
charge oí misdemeanor, r -, if tho Court 
held that could not oe done, lie lutgut be 
able to file complaints Ferei::-;* them for 
playing iu.ro, jjioviiiiiig 
Coui't iieid 
such a complaint could fee based on in- 
•'oriliUl.A,*; ’• .*iiU uditi. 
Judge Buckley explained that the Su­ 
preme Court had decided that the Superior 
Courts have 110 jurisdiction over simple 
misdemeanors, and therefore he could no: 
hold the defendants to answer for playing 
at faro. 
If they had committed that of­ 
fense the only way to reach them was by 
filing a new complaint. The Judge re­ 
viewed the whole case at length and said 
lie would give the subject a good’dealof 
though:. He was inclined to agree wiili 
Mr. Hart that the section in conspiracy was 
not intended to include small offenses 
If it was it would work a great many hard­ 
ships and would operate to deter men in 
Mr.

he would not dare to make a complaint for 
fear of being punished himself.

The City Attorney asked the opinion of 
the Court on the validity of a complaint on 
information and belief. ’ That would be the 
only kind of complaint he could file 
against the defendants. He believed it was 
a dangerous praciice for the City Attorney 
to file complaints himself, as it would be 
said that he used his office tor private ends. 
He did not think that such complaints 
would be valid. 
Mr. Halt thought there was no question 
but that such a complaint would be in­ 
valid. 
Judge Buckley said that it was a matter 
which rested entirely with the prosecuting 
officers. It would not be proper fur him 
to intimate what be thought about it. He 
had liis opinion about it, but it was not 
proper for him to express it. 
The defendants were then discharged.

The Sacramento Wine Grape Growers’ 
Association met at Grangers’ Hall at 1 p. m. 
Saturday, Dr. W. S. Manlove in the chair. 
The attendance was almost double that of 
the first meeting, and many vineyardists 
from remote parts of the county were pres­ 
ent. 
The minutes of the previous meeting 
were read and approved. 
J. H. Wheeler, Chief Viticultural Officer 
of the State, was present, and was called 
upon by the Chair to address the assem­ 
blage. 
Mr. W heeler said he had read an account 
of the first meeting, and he had no doubt 
but that the placing of tbe entire crop in 
the hands of a Board of Trustees, to dispose 
of to the wineries, was a good plan. In 
this manner better prices could be obtained 
than where the individual growers came 
into market in competition with small lots. 
Ju3t such meetings as the Sacramento 
growers are holdingare being held through­ 
out the 3tate. He suggested one way of 
obtaining better prices this year, and cer­ 
tainly in the future, was to reduce the yield 
of wine by converting some of the product 
into something else. The vineyardist must 
not look after the present alone, but pre­ 
pare for the future. 
IN LIVEBMORE VALLEY, 
Where he is largely interested in vine- 
growing, one-half of the crop is withdrawn 
from the wineries. The price of wine is 
low all over the United States, and tbe Cal­ 
ifornia wine-makers and merchants are 
not making as m uchas growers seem to 
think. They are not getting rich at wine­ 
making at present prices. He said: I 
came up on the train from San Francisco 
to-day with Mr. Kohler, one of the proprie­ 
tors of the large wiunery just east of this 
city. He felt very bad over the action you 


R ep rehen sib le C onduct. 
Some young gentlemen who have been 
brought up to respect woman, and would 
sooner lose the right hand than oiler an i-n- 
sult to a lady, were mortified at the concert 
in the plaza last evening at the conduct of 
a fellow toward about all the ladies he 
met.

H e says he w ould like to 
sell his outfit to you and let the prem ises 
be ru n on the" co-operative plan. The 
product to-day loaded on cars in San 
Francisco sells for 26 cents per gallon, coop­ 
erage included, w hich meal'rS 16 cents per 
gallon net. G rapes this reason, ow ing to 
the im m ense quantities of w ine on hand, 
are w orth but little. T he cellars in San 
Francisco are so full that they cannot take 
any m ore w ine. If 200,000 gallons of m ar­ 
ketable w ine was taken into San Francisco 
to-day and offered for 8 cents a gal ion they 
could not buy it 
Those w ho are buying 
are those w ho ship in large quantities,"and 
they, of course, are those that sell at the 
low est prices. Y ou m ust rem em ber th at 
other sections are raising m ore grapes than 
you are. In Liverm ore we undertook to 
pledge our grow ers to 
WITHDRAW ONE-HALF THEIB CROP 
F rom the w ineries, m ake it into vinegar, rai­ 
sins or feed it to the hogs so as to raise the 
_ ice. Before th at w hole vineyards were 
offered for $10 per ton but the 
w ine 
m akers said, No, we th in k we can get all 
we w ant lor $8. Last week the sam e 
w inery contracted for 400 tons at $15. T his 
advance of prices is entire!}’ due to the agi­ 
tation. T he vinevardists agreed 1o w ith­ 
draw one-half their crop from the w ine 
m arket, sell them for table 
use, dry 
them , etc., unless $18 could be realized 
then rdl should go to the w inery. If tbe 
vineyardists do not get a cent for the half 
they w ithdraw , then do they com e out 
ahead, for th e entire crop w ould have 
brought less th an the half under present 
arrangem ents 
O ther sections have w ith­ 
draw n from the w ine m arkets and their 
crop w ill be dried. St. H elena, Calistoga 
and Santa Clara are drying their crops. 
N early the entire crop of Fresno couuty 
w ill be dried. Last season 50 carloads of 
dried grant s w ent E ast from Fresno and they 
sold on an average of 31 cents per pound 
or $70 per ton, w hich was equcl to $17 
per ton for the green fruit. T he m aiket 
for dried grapes will be better this seal on. 
If necessary, we can 
GO TO THE EUROPEAN MARKET. 
In France we can get from 31 to 5 cents per 
pound and th e im port duty of half a cent 
will still leave us on an average say $17 a 
ton for the green fruit. It seem s to m e 
th at a large proportion ur.der the existing 
circum stances should be dried this season. 
If you pu t up w ineries do so w ith a view to 
selling the w ine im m ediately or holding 
it over. T here is no trouble in dispos­ 
ing of your m uscats at $30 per ton or your 
tokays at $50 for table use and raisin m ak­ 
ing.M r. W heeler recom m ended the grafting i 
of w ine into table grapes. “ W e w ill have ' 
thi3 sam e trouble to go over every year. 
T he xyiue m akers cannot pay us the prices 
for ti e next tw o years th at w ill pay you 
for raising th e grapes. We should co­ 
operate all over th e State another year so 
as to have a lim ited supply for wine, and 
then we w ould raise the value of the a r­ 
ticle.” H e said he had m ore faith in the 
distillery th an in the w ine prices at this 
tim e. T here was but little trouble and ex­ 
pense attached to distilling. T he largest 
sale o f brandy m ade in the State was m ade 
for 35 cents a galloD, w hich was equal to 
$8 per ton for the grapes. 
THE SECOND LARGEST VINEYARD 
In the State, the Nadeau, in Los Angeles 
cuunty, all Mission grapes, sold its entire 
crop this season and the use of the distil­ 
lery thrown in for $9 per ton. All of the large 
vineyards in the State are going into the 
brandy business. Choice grapes sell well 
to-day and have always. Cabernet wine 
sells for 75 cents in Bordeaux. Two weeks 
ago he was offered $11 for Zinfandels aud 
$31 for Cabernets. Grow the choicest va­ 
rieties and you will get the best prices. 
France is a wine-driuking people. The 
people of the United States consume annu­ 
ally 600,000,000 gallons of beer. Ordinary 
wines will not stand transportation in the 
Eastern market. Beer finds a market at 
come, and every town has it3 brewery. 
There is more wine consumed in Califor­ 
nia than in any portion of the Union. A 
emtleman said a few days ago that three 
New York houses can take all the grapes 
we can dry and they can produce wine suf­ 
ficient to spoil our Eastern market. If they 
can give us $17 a ton they pay a small 
freightage and can undersell us in the 
Eastern market. We will then compete in 
the market only for fine wines, for the best 
qualities cannot be made from dried grapes 
or glucose. It will have the effect, how­ 
ever, of causing the wineries east to make 
better wines than they have in the past, for 
dried grapes will take the place ot substi­ 
tutes heretofore used, and it will cause our 
dealers to handle better fruit and make bet­ 
ter wine. 
DEALERS THEMSELVES ARE TO BLAME 
For the present low prices of wine. If one 
put the article to twenty cents another 
would cut under that price to secure the 
trade, and this catting of prices has ruined 
the business. Good wines the dealers are 
handling at a profit, and prices are held np 
according to quality. Don’t look to the 
selling of your grapes at good prices this 
year and expect to get good ones next 
year. The cellars at St. Helena. Sonoma 
and Santa Clara are full and cannot be 
marketed at any price. 
The increased 
consumption last over that of the preceding 
year was 2,000,000 gallons, and at that rate 
of increase in two years more we will be 
able to realize fair prices for our crops. We 
can make expenses at $15 a ton for grapes 
but can make no money at less than $20. 
We are in a bad boat ami we might as well 
face the music. If we could get Congress 
to pass a stringent law punishing for the 
adulteration of wines the consumption of 
the product of our wineries would be 
doubled and trebled. There is a winery in 
Toledo that runs the year round and 
large quantities of wine are made 
without grape juice entering into their 
composition. There are bills for the pro­ 
tection of wine now pending before Con­ 
gress, but they meet with strong oppositioa 
from the makers of the spurious article, 
and there is no one in either House to push 
them. The wine grape growers of Contra 
Costa and Calistoga have decided to follow 
the action of the Livermore vineyardists. 
ANOTHER VIEW OE T líít CASK. 
Joseph Routier, one of the pioneer viue- 
yardistsof this section, in replying to the 
remarks of Mr. Wheeler, said: “The gen­ 
tleman savs we must sacrifice half of our 
crop, and for w hat purpose 7 For the benefit 
of those who have amassed colossal fortunes 
at our expense. If he comes here as a 
friend of the wine grape growers, to give us 
such advice, I then say, God save us from 
our friends. If these men who have grown 
to be millionaires from tbe result of our 
unrequited labors have their cellars full of 
wine, I am glad of it. Let them hold it out 
ol tbe market for a year, if they want better 
prices. Let us make our owu wine. What 
is the reason California wine has such a 


bad reputation in the East ? It is not the 
, fault, of tbe men who raise the grapes; 
, but it is the fault of the man 
' who makes them into wine. Drying grapeá 
and stiipping them t > the Eastern market 
is not a new industry. From what the 
gentleman says. I presume he thinks we 
ought to go to Mr. Kohler and on suppliant 
knees say: * Mr. Kohler, oh we are so 
sorry we met. Please give ns $5 a ton for 
our grapes. If you, in your goodness of 
heart, think you would be robbing yourself 
by giving that much, then give us $4. If 
you can’t give us that much, why then 
take our crop for nothing, but for goodness 
sake don’t be offended.’ He will find that 
the grape-growers of Sacramento county 
are made of very different material. Let 
us stand together as one man, and, if we 
have to go the wall, let us die game. In 
speaking of cooperage, Mr. Wheeler S3ys 
it costs ten cents. He is entirely mistaken, 
for the Sacramento grape-growers are aware 
of the fact that it only costs six.” 
Abner Bums, of Florin, indorsed the re­ 
marks of Mr. Routier. He said when Mr. 
Kohler came here to locate his winery he 
told the growers that be would never give 
less than $20 a ton. Mr. Nevis, of the 
Eagle Winery, has cleared $200,000 in eight 
years. He started in without a cent of 
money, and for three years wa3 carried by 
the farmers, who charged him no interest, 
and now he wants to stab them by offering 
$5 a ton for the erticie. It is hot over­ 
production that is ruining the wine trade, 
but the adulteration practiced by the man­ 
ufacturers. 
Mr. Routier—I should like for some one 
to show me the man that has purchased 
wine for 20. 40, or even 60 cents a gallon. 
Mr. Wheeler—In all these meetings there 
is a strong ill-feeling against the wine­ 
maker and also the dealer. I will iurnish 
any of you gentlemen 200,000 gallons of 
good, marketable wine at 15 cents a gallon. 
The retailer’s price is not gauged by the 
price at wholesale. He sells at the same 
price regardless of cost. The cellars are 
full and it must be disposed of. 
Mr. Rourier—What, do we care for the 
wine cellars. We are not looking after the 
interest of the moneyed aristocrat?, but 
are seeking to protect our own interest and 
the interest of the laboring classes. 
Mr. Wheeler—If a wine merchant went 
East with 50 000 or 100,000 gallons of wine 
he could not sell it. However, it a man 
made that much good wine aud bottled, 
and can start a retail trade in an Eastern 
city where he lias a reputation or an ac­ 
quaintance, he cau rapidly make a fortune. 
With a good article and a good market any 
man can make money. There is no end to 
the lusrkc-t for good bottled wine. 
Mr. Routier—I came from a coun'ry 
where the vineyards are small, the majority 
being from two to ten acres in extent, and 
everyone makes ids own wine. Any per­ 
son tan handle a thousand gallons of wine. 
It is as easy to make good wine as it is to 
roil off a log. Tbe Frenchman was born 
making wine, and, like tbe German, who 
was born brewing beer, they are both 
judgc-s cf what they manufacture. Mr. 
Wheeler, I would like to ask you how oid 
is that wine you say can be bought fur fif­ 
teen cents a gallon ? 
Mr. Wheeler-—It is of tbe vintage of 
1887. 
Mr. Routier—Then it is only six months 
old—not fit to drink, and you ought to 
know it. This talk, which Í3 made by and 
in the interest of the wine trust, is all hum­ 
bug. There is no sucli an amount of wine 
on band as is stated. If there is, then it is 
a spurious and adulterated article. W hat 
do these men take us for? Do they think 
we cannot read? Do they put us up for a 
set ef ignoramuses? 
G. C. McMullen—Gentlemen, I think we 
have had sufficient discussion on this 
point; the afternoon is passing away e.nd 
let us perfect our organization. Let us pro­ 
tect ourselves first and afterward look to 
the interest of others. 
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them. A large number ot Eastern houses i 
buy them and place them on the market as 
interior raisins. 8ome Eastern contractors 
are now on the ground and offering 3 cents 
for the crop. 
Mr. Burns—Do you dry them on the 
ground ? 
Mr. Wheeler—Dry on the naked ground. 
The method of drying in Spain is upon the 
ground aud in this way tbe finest raisins 
are made. In Spain the ground Í3 quite 
dusty, and a better article can be made 
here. Sacramento is peculiarly well sit­ 
uated lor raisin making and grape drying 
owing to the absence of fogs and heavy 
dews during the drying season. The large 
bunches should be spread out on the 
ground, the loose berries and smaller 
bunches in trays, for they will have 
to be turned ever They should be 
stemmed and put in ilonr sacks. A raisin 
stemruer can be bought lor a few dollars, 
with which two men can stem three tons a 
day. By drying on the ground no plant is 
required, there Í3 no permanent outlay. 
They should be laid out in beds. A good 
covering in case of rain or heavy (lew can 
be made by soaking manila paper in oil. 
Eight yards square will dry a ton of fruit. 
W ith this manila paper a large surface cun 
be covered in a few moments. If the 
grapes are covered with it every night the 
paper keeps them warm all night and they 
commence drying with the fust rays of tbe 
sun; whereas if left exposed the sun must 
absorb the dew before the drying process 
begins. You have more weight by drying 
on ibe ground than on scaffolding, for it 
dries more eveniy. Zinfandels go in sugar 
as high ai 32 per cent, and they cure very 
easily. The more sugar there are in grapes 
the more valuable they are. In Fresno tbe 
ground is so full of water that there is less 
sugar in the grapes, and consequently they 
are of less value than those in this section 
for wine or raisin making. Mission Mal- 
vasia and table grapes make the best dried 
grapes. Dipping the grapes in hot lye 
breaks the skin and makes them dry faster. 
The solution is made by putting one pound 
of concentrated lye into ten gallons of 
water. 
A gentleman present said one favorite 
way of drying the grape in Spain was to 
take a pair of pliers and squeeze the stem 
of the bunch of grapes so as to cut off’ all 
flow of sap. The grapes would then dry 
and cure hanging on the vine.

THE MEMBERSHIP 
Circulars were issued and signed indorsing 
the follow ing resolution : 
Resolved, That a committee, consisting of 
three, be appointed by the grape growers o f this 
association, who shall have power and are au­ 
thor; zed to sell or dispose to the wineries, at a 
price suitable to them, all wine grapes belong­ 
ing to the members ot this association ; but all 
members of this association shall have the 
right to sell to individuals for home consump­ 
tion such quantities of grapes as he or she may 
desire: but in no event shall any member of 
this association sell to any winery any of bis 
wine grapes without the consent of said com­ 
mittee. 
T he com m ittee referred to in the resolu­ 
tion consists of Joseph R outier, W. S. M an­ 
love and L. H. Fassett.

Rev. A. T. Needham delivered an excellent 
political speech, which was highly appre­ 
ciated by the large audience present. 
Ail of the city offices will be closed to­ 
day, out of respect to the memory of Charles 
Crocker.

A V ery T ough Lot. 
On Saturday night the police made a raid 
on the toughs, thieves and tramps who 
have just arrived here from the southern 
cities, where the citizens have driven them 
onf. Five were Lund in box cars near the 
freight sheds, some were taken from tbe 
Lafayette Saloon and City Hotel Saloon, 
and others along K street from Front to 
Fourth. Twenty-seven were captnrcd, au.d 
they were as tough a looking gang of cut­ 
throats as ever disgraced any city. A 
search at the station-house showed that 
there was only $1 40 in the whole party, 
with the exception of three boys who were 
with them.

One 
of the men said that it seemed there was 
no place on the coast, where a man could 
stop. He had been driven out of four 
cities before he came here, and did not find 
Sacramento any more lenient than any of 
the other piaces.

Dr. Manlove—We have now made an es­ 
timate of how many tons we will have. 
We can go to the wineries and say ; Here 
are so many tons of grapes. Wbat will 
you give us"for them ? We will bring their 
answer to this Association, and if it is sat­ 
isfactory you will haul your grapes to the 
winery, get your own weights and collect 
your own money. We will get the offer, 
and submit it to you for your adoption or 
rejection. 
Mr. Kerr—Wc are merely approximating 
our crops. Perhaps some will have more 
aud others less. Will that make any dif­ 
ference? Can he reject all or any portion 
of our crops on those grounds? 
Dr. Manlove—No, sir. He takes all that 
belongs to tbe Association, as a whole, or 
none. 
Mr. Kerr—I have been wearing old 
clothes long enough, and before I will give 
my grapes away I will make them into 
wine myself. 
Mr. Welty said the proprietor of the 
Eagle Winery started in with nothing, and 
li43 made a fortune in eight yearn. We 
should take courage by his example and go 
ahead. He was strongly in favor of a co­ 
operative winery and thought sufficient 
capital could be raised in Sacrameuto to 
put one o:i a paying basis. 
Dr. Manlove—I have been requested to 
state that liohler & Vonbergen’s winery is 
for sale if satisfactory terms can be ar­ 
ranged. I could also state that there is not 
a piece of oroperty in the State which is 
not for sale if satisfactory terms can be ar­ 
ranged. 
Mr. Rutter, of Florin, said he thought it 
about time tbe farmers should comb the 
hay seed out of their hair, knock the bags 
out of the knees of their pantt, pull down 
their vest and have a little dignity about 
them. Do ibis and after awhile these wine­ 
makers will condescend to nod to us. Un­ 
til we do so we are at their mercy. There 
certainly were no winemakers in the 
country where originated the oid saying 
that the farmer was the most independent 
vocation. The winemaker is the “boss of 
tbe road.” 
Mr. Kerr—Last year I dried a portion of 
my crop. Tbe winery was paying $11 per 
ton. I dried Mission and Black Prince and 
sold them for 31 cents a pound in San Fran­ 
cisco. This netted me ovsr $17 a ton for 
my green fruit. 
Mr. Wheeler, in referring to some of the 
remarks made by Mr. Routier, said : 
“ While you may not credit me with the 
best of motives in the advice I have given, 
the experience of tbe next year will bear 
oic oat. Three pounds of ordinary green 
grapes, theoretically, make a poumiof dried 
ones. Practically, it takes three and & third 
pounds. In the grape there is more than 
19 per cent, of seed and skin and 25 per 
cent, of sugar. Some grapes dry heavier 
than others. Sometimes les3 than three 
tons of Mutcits will make one ton of 
raisias. The lowest price paid for dried 
grapes last season was 31 cents, although in 
many instances ageuts were instructed to 
sell for 3 cents if they could not do better. 
I hope you will make satisfactory terms 
with your wineries. You wiil have no 
trouble in getting from three to three 
and a half cents for your dried grapes. 
One vineyariiist has "already sold tbi* 
season’s crop tor 31 cents and "it will all be 
shipped to Montana. Nearly all the Fresno 
growers are drving them. \\ hen we could 
get $18 to $30 a ton for wine grapes it 
would not then pay to dry them unless 5 
or 6 cents per pound could be obtained for
